NORTHERN STRIKE NOT 30RDERED 


In d u s tria ls W e ll R e c e iv e d — M ilitia M eets 
T h e m a t C o u n cil B luffs. 


Co u n c il B l u f f s , Iowa, April 16. — 
Kelly’s industrial army, 1,300 strong, 
crossed the Missouri river yesterday 
and is now encamped on Iowa soiL Its 
next objective point is Chicago. 
The 
army was met by 8,000 citizens and 
given a warm welcome because it was 
seen a t a glance th a t it was composed 
mainly of intelligent men. The militia 
was there, too, but it found nothing to 
do. 
The 2,000 miles between here and 
San Francisco was covered in eleven 
days. 
The time of departure has not 
yet been fixed, owing to the declara­ 
tion of the railroads th at they would 
not carry the men, but Commander 
Kelly said he hoped to make arrange­ 
m ents w ith some road to-day. 
Ile 
thinks the officers of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy will come to an 
agreem ent w ith him. 
Two collections 
were taken up and nearly enough 
money contributed to pay for a train 
to Chicago. 
Over 150 new recruits 
were sworn in yesterday. 
The army reached the confines of 
Omaha shortly after 6 o'clock. 
The 
train halted at a sidetrack just inside 
the city limits. 
Chief Seavey was 
there with two platoons of police. 
It 
had been the intention to disembark 
the arm y there in the woods and have 
breakfast 
The authorities had pro­ 
vided 2,500 loaves of bread and 2,000 
pounds of cooked beef, while a busi­ 
ness firm had given 
1,000 pies. 
All 
this provender was in two box cars 
which were attached to the Kelly 
train and then the procession moved 
on. Chief Seavey had asked Gen. Kelly 
to keep his men on the cars and they 
had been kept there. 
Two or three 
thousand people had gathered there 
and many crossed to Council Bluffs 
w ith the train. 
A fter breakfast there began a recep­ 
tion which lasted well into the even­ 
ing. 
Fully 50,000 people visited the 
camp and mingled with the soldiers. 
Kelly’s wonderful organization was 
never better shown. 
The discipline of 
the army is as perfect as th at of well- 
drilled regulars. 
Much of this is due 
to the personnel of the troops, who are 
mainly intelligent mechanics, w ith not 
a few professional men throw n in. 
During the afternoon a public meet­ 
ing was held. 
Gen. Kelly and a num­ 
ber 
of local labor 
leaders 
made 
speeches. 
In his address Gen. Kelly 
said he could not understand why the 
m ilitia had been called out. 
His in­ 
tentions were peaceable and his army 
well-beliaved. 
It was made up of law ­ 
abiding and self-supporting citizens of 
the United States and had no inten­ 
tion of making trouble for any one. 
When they get to W ashington they 
will urge upon congress the necessity 
of making some sort of preparation for 
taking care of the unemployed. 
Gov. Jackson’s action in calling out 
the militia has been criticised by the 
citizens rather harshly. 
Gov. Jackson 
justifies his action by saying th at he 
had received many telegram s asking 
for protection, and had finally con­ 
cluded the troops would be absolutely 
necessary to preserve order. 
Y esterday was spent in negotiations 
between the governor, the mayor of 
the city, the sheriff and railroad officers 
regarding the manner, time and route 
of the army’s departure for the east

St. P a u l, Minn., April 18.—The fact 
has leaked out here th at Eugene Debs, 
president of the American Railway 
union, not only did not order the strike 
of trainm en on the Great Northern 
road, but did not know th at a strike 
was contem plated until it began. The 
strike was order by Hogan, one of the 
nine directors of the Railway union, 
who is now out on the line, probably 
in Montana. 
Until he receives a re­ 
port and commendation to th at effect 
from Hogan, President I»ebs will not 
order a strike on the eastern division 
of the road. 
It seems to be certain, 
however, th at the strike will reach St. 
Paul w ithin a day or two. 
Nothing decisive was done at yester­ 
day’s m eeting of the Railway union, 
but the sentim ent unanimously fa­ 
vored standing by the men now o u t 
Nearly all the employes of the Great 
N orthern and other roads entering 
here have expressed determ ination to 
give the strikers their support, if in­ 
deed they do not eventually join them. 
The men have adopted an unusual 
plan of operations. 
It is to strike on 
one section of the Great Northern at 
a time and be governed in the m atter 
of striking on other sections by the 
willingness or unwillingness of the 
Great N orthern company to come to 
term s and g rant the demands of the 
dissatisfied emploj'es. 
Advices from points on the road in 
North Dakota, M ontana and W ashing­ 
ton do not show a m aterial change in 
the situation. 
The strikers, who seem 
to have the sympathy of the entire 
public in th at section, are punctilious­ 
ly orderly, but firmly refuse to allow 
any Great N orthern trains to run, al- 
they offer no opposition to the running 
of mail cars, which, however, the 
company declines to do unless it can 
send out whole trains.

The strike is being more actively an­ 
tagonized by the railroad employes 
brotherhoods than by the railroad com­ 
pany itself. A meeting yesterday after­ 
noon of the local organization of the 
engineers took no official notice of the 
strike, but a t the close of the m eeting 
the secretary told a reporter th at they 
were opposed to the strike and any 
engineer who countenances it or any 
way assisted the strikers would do it 
a t his peril. 
Sargent of the Brother­ 
hood of Fremen and Grand Chief Clark 
of the Order of Railway Conductors 
have|both telegraphed to the president 
of the Great Northern railw ay th a t 
the strike is w ithout their sanction. 
As far as can be learned the road is 
nearly tied up over about 1,500 miles 
of its extent, the num ber of men idle 
being much greater than the num ber 
of actual strikers. 
At a number of 
points along the line the citizens have 
openly espoused the 
cause of the 
strikers. 
The correspondent at West Superior 
telegraphs th at there is no sign of 
strike at th at point as yet. A dispatch 
received from Summit, Mont., on the 
Cascade division, says no one is work­ 
ing on th a t division so far as can be 
learned.

hesitated and they shot him dead.

They called upon the m essen­ 
g er to open his car. He refused. T hey 
fired over fifty shots into his car, and 
he replied w ith a W inchester.

te x t from Luke viii : 59: “R eturn to 
th in e own house, and show how g reat 
th in g s God h ath done unto thee.” 
A fter a fierce 
and 
shipw recking 
night, Christ and his disciples are 
clim bing up th e slaty shelving of the 
beach. 
How pleasant it is to stand on 
solid ground after having been tossed 
so long on the billows! 
W hile the dis­ 
ciples are congratulating each other 
on th eir m arine escape, out from a 
dark, deep cavern on the Gadarene 
hills there is som ething sw iftly and 
terrib ly advancing. 
Is it an appari­ 
tion? Is it a m an? 
Is it a wild beast? 
I t is a m aniac who has broken aw ay 
from his keepers, perhaps a few rags 
on his person, and fragm ents of stout 
shackles w hich he has w renched off in 
terrific paroxysm. 
W ith wild yell and 
bleeding w ounds of his own lacera­ 
tion, he flies dow n the hill. 
Back to the boats, ye fishermen, and 
p u t out to sea, and escape assassina­ 
tion. 
B ut Christ stands his ground; so 
do the disciples; and as th is flying 
fury, w ith gnashing teeth and uplifted 
fists, dashes a t Christ, C hrist says, 
“ H ands off!

Chilo says 
th a t a happy home is the place where 
a m an rules as a m onarch of a kingdom. 
Bias says th a t a happy home is a place 
w here a m an does voluntarily w hat by 
law he is com pelled to do abroad. B ut 
you and I, under a grander light, give 
a b ette r prescription: a happy home is 
a place w here the kindness cf the 
Gospel of the Son of God has full 
swing. 
W hile I speak this m orning there is 
knocking a t your front door, if he be 
n ot already adm itted, one whose locks 
are w et w ith the dews of the night, 
who w ould take your children into his 
arms, and w ould throw upon your 
nursery, and your sleeping apartm ents,

mend breakages, and achieve economy, 
and control all the affair of the house- 
' 
hold advantageously. 
Expenses w ill 
I 
run up, store bills w ill come in twice 
as large as you think they ought to be, 
furniture w ill w ear out, carpets w ill 
unravel, and the m artyrs of the fire 
are very few in com parison w ith the 
m artyrs of housekeeping. 
Y et there 
are hundreds of people in this church 
this m orning who in their homes are 
m anaging all these affairs w ith a com­ 
posure, an adroitness, an ingenuity, 
and a faithfulness w hich they never 
could have reached b u t for the grace 


of our practical C hristianity. 
The ex 
a sp e ra tio n w hich w ear out others 
have been to you spiritual develop­ 
m ent and santification. Em ploym ents 
which seemed to relate only to an 
hour have on them all the grandeurs 
of eternal history. 
You need the religion of Christ in 
the discipline of your children. 
The 
rod w hich in other homes m ay be the 
first m eans used, in yours w ill be the 
last. 
T here w ill be no harsh epithets 
— “you knave, you villain, you scound­ 
rel, ITI th rash the life out of you, you 
are the w orst child I ever knew .” 
All 
th a t kind 
of 
chastisem ent 
m akes 
thieves, pickpockets, m urderers and 
the outlaw s of society. 
T h at parent 
who in anger strikes his child across 
the head, deserves the penitentiary. 
And y et this w ork of discipline m ust 
be attended to. 
God’s grace can di­ 
rect us. 
Alas for those who come to 
the w ork w ith fierce passion and reck­ 
lessness of consequences. 
Between 
severity and laxativeness there is no 
choice. 
Both ruinous and both de­ 
structive. 
B ut there is a healthful 
medium w hich the grace of God w ill 
show to us. 
Then we need the religion of Christ 
to help us in setting a good example. 
Cowper said of the oak: 
“Time was 
w hen settled on thy leaf a fly could 
shake thee to the root. Time has been 
w hen tem pest could n o t.” 
In other 
words, your children are very im pressi­ 
ble ju st now. 
T hey are alert; they 
are gathering im pressions you have no 
idea of. 
Have you not been surprised 
sometimes, m onths or years after some 
conversation, which you supposed w as 
too profound or intricate for them to 
understand—some 
question of 
the 
child dem onstrated the fact th a t he 
m ew all about it? 
Your children are ap t to th in k th a t 
w hat you do is right. 
They have no 
ideal of tru th or righteousness b u t 
yourself. 
T hings which you do know ­ 
ing a t the tim e to be wrong, they take 
to be rig h t 
They reason this way: 
“ F ath er alw ays does rig h t 
F ather 
did this. 
Theiefore, this is r ig h t” 
T h at is good logic, b u t bad premises. 
No one ever gets over having had a 
bad exam ple set him. 
Your conduct 
m ore th an your teaching makes im­ 
pression. 
Y our laugh, your frown, 
your dress, your walk, your greetings, 
your goodbys, your comings, your 
goings, your habits a t the table, the 
tones of your voice, are m aking an im­ 
pression w hich w ill last a m illion 
years after you are dead, and the 
sun w ill be extinguished, and the 
m ountains 
will 
crum ble, and 
the 
w orld w ill die, and eternity w ill roll 
on in perpetual cycles, b u t there will 
be no dim inution of the force of your 
conduct upon the young eyes th a t saw 
it or the young ears th a t heard i t 
Now I w ould not have by this the 
idea given to you th a t you m ust be in 
cold reserve in the presence of your 
children. 
You are not em peror; you 
are com panion w ith them. 
As far as 
you can, you m ust w alk w ith them , 
skate w ith them , fly kite w ith them , 
play ball w ith them, show 
them you 
are interested in all th a t interests 
them. 
Spensippus, the nephew anc 
successor of P lato in the academ y,hat:. 
pictures of joy and gladness hung a1 
around the school-room. 
You m ust 
not give your children the im pression 
th a t w hen th ey come to you they are 
playful ripples striking against a rock, 
You m ust have them understand th a t 
you were a boy once yourself, th a t 
you know a boy’s hilarities, a boy’s 
tem ptations, a boy’s am bition—yea, 
th a t you are a boy yet. 
You may de­ 
ceive them and try to give them the 
idea th a t you are some d istan t super­ 
natu ral effulgence and you may shove 
them off by your rigorous behavior, 
bu t the tim e w ill come w hen they will 
find out the deception and they will 
have for you u tte r contem pt. 
A ristotle said th a t a boy should be­ 
gin to study a t 17 years of age; before 
th a t his time should be given to recre­ 
ation. 
I can not adopt th a t theory. 
B ut this suggests a tru th in the rig h t 
direction. 
Childhood is too brief, and 
we have not enough sym pathy w ith 
its sportfulness. 
We w ant 
divine 
grace to help us in the adjustm ent of 
all these m atters. 
Besides that, how are your children 
ever to become Christians if you your­ 
self are not a Christian? I have noticed 
th a t however w orldly and sinful par­ 
ents m ay be, they w ant their children 
good. 
W hen young people have pre" 
sented them selves for adm ission into 
our m em bership I have said to them, 
“Are your fath er and m other w illing 
you shall come?” and they have said, 
“Oh! yes; they are delighted to have 
us come; they have not been in church 
for ten or fifteen years, but they wil 
be here next Sabbath to see me bap­ 
tized.” 
I have noticed th a t parents, 
how ever worldly, w ant their children 
good. 
So it w as dem onstrated in a police 
court in Canada, w here a mother, her 
little child in her arm s—sat by a table 
on which her own handcuffs lay, and 
the little babe took up the handcuffs 
and played w ith them , and had great 
glee. 
She knew not the sorrow of th e 
hour. 
And then w hen the m other was 
sent to prison, the m other cried out, 
“Oh! God, let n ot this babe go into 
the jail. 
Is there not some m other 
here who w ill take this child? 
It is 
good enough for heaven. 
It is pure. 
I am bad. 
I am wicked. 
Is there not 
some one who w ill take this child? 
I 
can not have it tainted 
w ith 
the 
prison.” 
Then 
a brazen 
creature 
rushed up and said, “Yes, ITI take the 
child.” 
“No, no,” said the mother, 
“not 
you, 
not 
you. 
Is 
there 
not some 
good 
m other here who 
w ill take 
this child?” 
And 
then 
when the officer 
of 
the 
law .in 
mercy and pity took the child to carry 
it aw ay to find a home for it, the 
m other kissed it lovingly good-by, 
and said, “Good-by, my darling; it is 
better you should never see me again. ” 
However w orldly and sinful people 
are, they w ant their children good. 
How are you going to have them good? 
Buy them a few good books? Teach 
them 
a 
few excellent catechism s? 


tiring them to church? T h at is all 
very well, b u t of little final resu lt un­ 
less you do it w ith the grace of God in 
your heart. 
Do you Dot realize th a t 
your children are started for eternity? 
Are they on the rig h t road? Those 
little form s th a t are now so bright 
and beautiful, w hen they have scat­ 
tered in the dust there will be an im­ 
m ortal spirit living on in a m ighty 
th eater of action, and your faith fu l­ 
ness or your neglect now is deciding 
th a t destiny. 
T here is contention already am ong 
m inistering spirits of salvation and 
fallen angels as to who shall have the 
m astery of th a t im m ortal spirit. Your 
children are soon going out in the 
world. 
The tem ptations of life w ill 
rush upon them. 
The m ost rigid reso- 
ution w ill bend in the b last of evil. 
W hat w ill be the result? 
It w ill re­ 
quire all the restrain ts of the gospel, 
all the stren g th of a fath e r’s prayer, 
all the influence of a Christian m other's 
exam ple, to keep them. 
You say it is too early to bring them. 
Too early to bring them to God? 
Do 
you know how early children were 
tak en to the ancient Passover? The 
rule was ju st as soon as they could 
take hold of the father's hand and 
w alk up M ount M oriah they should be 
taken to the Passover. 
Your children 
are not too young to come to God. 
W hile you sit here and think of them 
perhaps th eir form s now so b rig h t and 
beautiful vanish from you, and their 
disem bodied spirit rises, and you see 
lit after the life of virtue or crime is 
past and the judgm ent is gone and 
eternity is here. 
A Christian m inister said th a t in the 
first year of his pastorate he tried to 
persuade a young m echanic of the im­ 
portance of fam ily worship. 
Some 
tim e passed, and the m echanic came to 
the pastor’s study and said: 
“ Do you 
rem em ber th a t girl? T h at was my
